Probe Cause of Fire at Historic Site |/ 


Officials are continuing their 
investigation into the cause of a 
fire which destroyed a commerical 
complex at the Spruce and Ossian 
Streets intersection here Monday 


night. The buildings leveled by 


roaring flames date back to 
Dansville’s era as a canal town in 
the mid-1800’s. 

Fire Chief Gerald Welch Jr. and 
Police Chief Marc Vernam, along 
with other Fire Department 
officials, spent most of Tuesday at 
the scene tryi to determine 
what started the fire which broke 
through at 9 p.m. Monday. David 
Harter, Livingston County fire 
coordinator, and William Smith, 
deputy coordinator, are also as- 
sisting in the investigation. 

Flames destroyed a major 
telephoné line along Ossian Street 
and about 800 customers were

Dansville volunteers, aszisted 
by men and equipment from 
Wayland, Sparta Center and 
Groveland, battled flames in near- 
zero temperature and swirling 
snow for nearly two hours before 
bringing the fire under control. No 
damage estimate was available 
but Welch said it would be con- 
siderable as everything in the 
structures was destroyed. 


The landmark stone structure 
at Ossian and Spruce was 
destroyed with only the front wall 
remaining. This building housed 
Dudley's Tractor Service. Located 
in the adjacent structure were the 
Door and Glass Co., Wesco Pools 
Co., Al’s Locksmith firm, The 
Ceramic Shop and the office of 
James Tobin, a representative of

the International Breeders’ As- 
sociation. The Airport Cycle com- 
pany only recently moved into a 
section of that building. All inven- 
tory of all firms was destroyed as 
the building was leveled. 


Shortly after the fire broke out, 
Dansville police evacuated several 
families from a nearby residential 
section as dense smoke and 
flaming debric threatened the 
homes. Firemen sprayed several 
homes as a precautionary 
measure. Residents were able to 
return later in the night and no 
damage to the houses was repor- 
ted. Police also closed the Con- 
venient Food Mart located across 
Ossian Street from the burning 
structures. More than 100 
volunteers were involved in bat- 
tling, the fire. Many remained into 
the morning hours Tuesday. 

Officialy said the fire broke out 
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in the building housing the 
several companies and quickly 
spread to Dudley’s Tractor Service 
structure. 


The Hook and Ladder Co. truck 
of the Dansville department was 
stationed on the west side of the 
complex and was able to stop 
flames from spreading to close-by 
large wooden buildings north of 
the burning section. The ladder 
truck from the Wayland depart- 
ment fought flames in the Tractor 
Service building while a dozen 
other hose lines were brought in 
to combat the flames which shot 
more than 100 feet into the air.
